MEASLES CASES 
IN COUNTY DROP 


Local Epidemic Is Under 
Control, Reports 
Dr. Pleune 


Except for a slight outbreak of 
measles cases the 
first 
half of 
January 
in Nahma 
and 
Rapid 
River, the Delta County epidemic 
has been averted, said Dr. Russell 
Pleune, health director, yesterday. 
Forty cases were reported 
in 
the Nahma-Rapid River area and 
five in Escanaba making a total of 
45 for the first half of January 
These figures, compared with 71 
in October, 
160 
in 
November, 
and 51 in December, 1945, show 
a marked decrease and the epi­ 
demic under control. 
However. Dr. William Di Kleine. 
state commissioner of health, fears 
a 1946 measles epidemic through­ 
out the state and warns parents 
that measles is serious, ranking as 
one of the leading causes of death 
for children under five years of 
age. 
To modify the disease so that it 
is not dangerous, the Michigan de­ 
partment of health is distributing 
immune serum globulin to physi­ 
cians. To be effective as a pre­ 
ventive it should be given before 
or immediately after exposure, but 
the immunity lasts 
only two or 
three weeks. 
“We advise parents to take little 
children, particularly those under 
five, to the physician five to seven 
days after 
exposure,” 
Dr.
